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Meet Shaun Cassidy and the Cast 


Shaun Cassidy stars as Dave Stohler, the 
bicycle-riding, opera-singing character 
played by Dennis Christopher in the movie. 
Shaun took a break from his busy rock music 
career to act in Breaking Away. 

“Up until Breaking Away came along, I 
wasn't interested in tying myself down to 
another series,” Shaun told Dynamite. "I 
had read many scripts and had been ap- 
proached about other projects, but none of 
them excited me until Breaking Away.” 

Shaun, who began his acting career as 
one of the stars in The Hardy Boys, said he 
had mixed feelings after that series was 
cancelled. He explained, “I was anxious to 
move on to other things as an actor, but sad 
to see that chapter of my life come to an 
end — kind of like the feeling you have 
when you graduate from school.” 

That's a feeling Shaun's character Dave 
will certainly experience, since the TV ver- 
sion begins when the four “cutters” 
graduate from high school. In the movie, the 
story began one year after the boys had 
graduated. The change had to be made be- 
cause of the way the movie ended. As Steve 
Tesich, the writer of the show and movie, 
said, the thing about the movie is “it ends. 
The characters break away from their regu- 
lar lives and go to something new.” Accord- 
ing to the producer, that made it impossible 
to do a follow-up film. Turning the clock back 
a year allows the show to explore the rela- 
tionship between the characters more than 
the movie did. However, the characters will 
remain basically the same. 

One change fans of the movie may not 
detect so easily is the location. Although the 
story is still set in Bloomington, Indiana, the 
TV show is actually filmed in Athens, Geor- 
gia. This change was necessary because 
the pilot was filmed in March and they 
needed a warm climate. 

Athens is also a university town and it has 
a magnificent quarry outside the town. The 
quarry is important to the story. The “cutters” 
get their name from the fact that their fathers 


were stonecutters in the quarry. 

In the television show, one “cutter,” Dave 
Stohler, continues his love of bicycle racing. 
Although Shaun himself hadn't ridden a 
bike much before being given the role of 
Dave, he recalled, “Up to the time when I 
was old enough to drive, I rode a bike to 
school. Since then I haven't ridden very 
much. But before the first show I purchased 
a bicycle and I've since renewed my love of 
riding. It's great exercise too.” 

Although Shaun does most of his own rid- 
ing, he has a double to do difficult stunts. His 
double is Gary Rybak, on Olympic-class 
racer. Still, Shaun has had to do some 
strenuous scenes himself, including one 
where he outraces two kids on a motorbike. 

Being on television has meant that Shaun 
has had to balance two careers. He man- 
ages to fit his musical career into the breaks 
in the show's filming. “I try and keep my 
musical and acting careers separate. I want 
to continue both, but work on only one at a 
time,’ he said. Right now, though, Breaking 
Away comes first with Shaun. 
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The Return of the Moocher 


One familiar face from the movie is that of 
18-year-old Jackie Earle Haley. Jackie is re- 
creating his role of Moocher. He told Dyna- 
mite that he was originally asked to try out 
for the role of Dave in the movie. ‘Peter 
Yates [the producer] called me in and he 
was going to have me read for the part of 
Dave. He noticed I was short and he said, 
want you for Moocher.’ ” 

Moocher’s pet peeve is being called 
“short,” but when we asked Jackie if being 
short bothered him, he replied, “Not in the 
slightest.’ That's probably because, as far 
as acting achievements are concerned, 
Jackie stands tall over most actors his age. 
His show business career began when he 
was six and he did the voice for a cartoon 
version of Dennis the Menace. Later he 
graduated to such movies as Day of the 
Locust and The Bad News Bears. Breaking 
Away is his first role in a TV series. 

Jackie is confident the new show is just as 
appealing as the movie. “This is going to be 
one of the good TV shows,” he said. “It's not 
going to have the same qualities that the 
movie does. But it's going to have the same 
themes. Also, an Academy Award-winning 


writer, Steve Tesich, looks over the scripts 


and that makes me feel good!” 


Introducing Tom Wiggin 


Jackie Earle Haley says that having been 
in the movie doesn't really give him a better 
handle on the TV story. However, another 
member of the cast, Tom Wiggin, told 
Dynamite that Jackie helped him get a better 
feeling for Mike, the character he plays. 

“It's very important to have Jackie on the 
set, the 24-year-old actor said. "He was one 
of the original ‘cutters,’ and he gives me all 
kinds of insights into the attitudes of those 
_ characters.” 

Tom's character, Mike, was quarterback 
on the high school football team. In scenes 
where athletic ability is needed, Tom doesn't 
have to do much acting. He recalled when 
he was growing up in Virginia: "I was al- 


ways interested in sports such as football, 
baseball, and ice hockey.” 

Tom's acting career began when he was 
seven and a friend got him involved in 
community theater. After he graduated from 
high school Tom set his sights on a career on » 
the stage. Before Breaking Away, he had 
appeared in touring companies of Grease, 
and in Off-Broadway theater productions. 


The Wisecracking Cutter 


Tom Bray, who plays the wisecracking 
cutter, Cyril, is also a newcomer to televi- 
sion. Like Tom, he came to Breaking Away 
from the theater. Before working on the 
show, he was busy writing and performing 
in a musical revue in New York. 

_The big question facing Tom Bray and the 
rest of the cast is, will the TV show be as 
popular as the movie? Audiences love a 
happy ending and the first episode ended 
happily with Dave Stohler winning the big 
bike race. But in upcoming weeks, the cast 
and crew will face a race that could have 
greater importance to the future of the “cut- 
ters” than any bike race. It's the toughest 
race in television — the ratings race.
